Among the playful

Why We Love It 


Designed in 1947, the Peacock chair is at 
once ergonomic, innovative and stylish. The 
flared back mimics the feathers of the proud 
bird and features a flattened section that 
meets the shoulder blades, allowing one 
to rest flat against it. Inspired by traditional 
Windsor chairs, Danish designer Hans 
Wegner gave his creation a contemporary 
twist by exaggerating the height of its back 
and lowering its seat. Whether in an al fresco 
setting or in the office, it will likely dominate 
both spaces with its unique design. 

The Peacock chair is one of the 500 brilliant 
chairs by Hans, who made his first chair at 
only 15. Originally trained as a cabinetmaker, 
he earned an architectural degree in 1938 
before working as an assistant designer with 
another Danish great, Arne Jacobsen. He 
also frequently collaborated with Johannes 
Hansen, the master cabinetmaker who helped 
produced the Peacock chair [which was 
named by fellow interior designer Finn Juhl). 
While the seat remains one of Hans’ most 
famous works, it was only two years later, 
in 1940, that he attained international fame 
with the Round chair. 




In 1949, Hans released the Folding chair, 
as well as the Wishbone chair. Both designs 
earned iconic statuses, but they also featured 
similar elements seen in the Peacock chair. 
For example, the former echoes the arched 
back, while the latter features the same 
handwoven, paper cord seat. #

BUYING ART 
ONLINE IS 
GETTING

IS IT POPULAR 
ENOUGH TO 
REPLACE THE

GALLERY? 


Until two years ago, shopping for art online 
was frustrating, due to technical glitches and 
mediocre goods. It was said that the online art 
gallery was where “inferior”, old oreditioned 
pieces were offloaded by artists, who saved 
their best works for physical galleries. 

Today, online art retail is a huge, and 
growing business. More serious e-dealers 
have entered the market, with well-designed 
websites, credible artists and significant 
works. Based on the Hiscox Online Art Trade 
Report 2015, the value of online art sales was 
about US$2.64 billion (S$3.8 billion) in 2014, 
and is expected to reach US$6.3 billion in 2019. 

So, are conventional galleries in trouble? 
We speak to both an online, as well as an 
offline gallerist to find out the perks and perils 
of each avenue for the potential art collector. 

Virtual vs Real 

The online platform can potentially offer a 
broader range of works - at least, as much 
as its bandwidth allows - for browsing than a 


physical gallery can. According to Tolla Sloane, 
art consultant and curator of online gallery The 
Artling, such a platform “acts as a resource 
and a way to buy online if you are not in the 
same country as the artworks you love”. 

Some collectors feel more comfortable 
seeing an art piece in person first. “Nothing can 
replace viewing an artwork in person; it is the 
best way to experience the nuances of a piece,” 
says Samantha Seger, gallery director of Chan 
Hampe Galleries. She says that participating 
in international art fairs, especially prestigious 
ones, more than makes up for the difficulty in 
reaching global art collectors. For example, 
Chan Hampe Galleries sold a full set of work by 
Singapore artist Dawn Ng before the preview at 
Art Basel Hong Kong in 2013. 

Interestingly, some collectors don’t 
prefer to see the actual work. These online- 
savvy customers find buying art online a less 
“intimidating” and “pretentious” experience 
than visiting a traditional gallery, which may 
feel like an exclusive club. 
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Trust Issues 

The resistance to buying art online often 
stems from questions such as: Are the works 
authentic? Is online payment safe? Are the 
goods returnable? 

All works sold at The Artling come with 
certificates of authentication signed by the 
gallery, the artist, or both. “This is the current 
industry practice,” says Tolla. Standard 
“buyer beware” issues - such as the dealer’s 
track record, return policies, shipping costs 
and artwork certification - still apply, no 
matter where they are sold, adds Samantha. 

A New Synergy 

In reality, online and offline galleries might 
not even be competitors. Almost every brick- 
and-mortar gallery has an online presence, 
often selling directly to international clients 
through their websites. Additionally, online 
retailers often serve as promoters for their 
physical counterparts. “We work largely with 
established galleries, which give our clients 
the reassurance to make online purchases,” 
says Tolla. Samantha concurs: “The Artling 
website shows specific works agreed upon by 
both the gallery and the platform. Interested 
collectors are connected directly with the 


gallery. Online platforms are a great way for 
physical galleries to reach new audiences.” 

The Artling’s online presence has been 
turning art browsers into buyers as well. 
Tolla shares: “We recently sold a series of 
paintings that the collector had been seeking 
for some time, following a conversation on 
our online Live Chat (service). We also sold 
our first work via Instagram recently!” 

Traditional galleries cannot ignore 
new media as a platform for reaching out. 
Samantha admits: “We’ve found social media 
to be very effective in connecting with our 
customer base and finding new audiences.” 

Online galleries are behaving like their 
physical counterparts, too. In June, The 
Artling showcased the works of 1 7 of its 
partner galleries at a pop-up event, organised 
with Walkabout SG and Books Actually. “This 
combines the variety of an online platform 
with a personal touch,” says Tolla. 

The main issue is probably not the 
platform, but the artworks. “What’s most 
important when purchasing art is that 
the buyer genuinely likes the piece!” adds 
Samantha. With more virtual and physical 
avenues to purchase artworks, buyers can 
only benefit. #

Michelin-starred chef Chef Gordon 
Ramsay’s gourmet brand has finally 
found its way to Singapore shores with the 
highly anticipated Bread Street Kitchen. 
This outpost, which gets its name from 
its address in London, is located at The 
Shoppes at Marina Bay Sands. 

The two-storey restaurant and bar, 
designed by renowned firm Wilson 
Associates, exudes a cool vibe that 
resonates with the brand’s East London 
industrial roots. Its look incorporates 
classic black and white chequered 
flooring, mustard-yellow tufted leather 
banquette seats and eye-catching 
columns - which the designers included 
to define the space. 

Other significant elements of this 
part-industrial warehouse, part-city 
brasserie include exposed pipes, bronze- 
tone finishes, wire mesh, tinted mirrors, 
dark timber, as well as vintage-inspired 
lighting and accessories. Unique to 
Singapore is the statement-making 
entrance walkway clad with manhole 



covers that were sourced locally. 

Sitting by the bar, the focal point of the 
space, you get a magnificent view of the 
Marina Bay waterfront and the city skyline. 

As for food, signature dishes include 
British favourites such as shepherd’s pie 
($38), and traditional fish and chips ($26). 
You can also try the dishes reinvented with 
a local twist, such as tamarind-spiced 
chicken wings with spring onions and 
coriander ($18), and spicy tuna tartare 
with sesame oil and wonton crisps ($19). #

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Every designer has a trademark, and Paul Smith 
fashioned his out of leftover fabrics from 
the stock house. It was all he could afford in 
1970; the only materials he had to work with for 
his inaugural shirt collection were stripes and 
plain fabric. 

In the 1990s, he created the brand’s definitive 
28-colour stripe, and this became the signature 
look that would grace everything from ties to jugs, 
and even a fridge. These stripes could take on any 
colour, from muted shades for a sophisticated 
look to the original, punchy hues for some fun. It 


proved that there are no limits to a simple design. 

The designer, now 69, keeps himself occupied 
with 13 collections a year, and a handful of 
collaborations, including designs for the home. In 
2014, he worked with Danish furniture company 
Carl Hansen & Son and fabric brand Maharam to 
create upholstery for the former’s iconic chairs. 
More recently, he partnered with British brand 
Anglepoise to present his signature colour stripes 
on its lamps. 

Carl Hansen & Son is available at Space Furniture, Smeg at 
APS Lifestyle, and Anglepoise at Million Lighting. 
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Now, here’s a success story for rebels. In 1 964, 
after being told by Marimekko founder Armi Ratia 
that there would be no floral motifs designed under 
the Finnish label, illustrator Maija Isola did just the 
opposite. She created Unikko, the cheerful poppy 
motif - and instead of showing Maija the door, 

Armi fell in love with the print. 

Unikko heralded the 1970s’ flower-power 
movement and became one of the industry’s most 
iconic patterns, one that big brands such as Ikea 
and Finnair were proud to use. Last year, planes 


flying between Helsinki and Seoul sported the poppy 
motif to celebrate Unikko's 50th anniversary and the 
collaboration between Marimekko and Finnair. 

For such a widely used pattern, Unikko has 
managed to remain classy and trendy for over half a 
century. It is also constantly being updated with new 
colourways; a patchwork version was developed last 
year. Now, it can be found on almost every Marimekko 
product, from crockery such as plates and pot 
holders, to apparel such as dresses and shirts.

The opulent Japanese Floral print is inspired by 
its designer’s flamboyant and eccentric lifestyle. 
Originally from Australia, Florence Broadhurst took 
on multiple identities throughout her life - from 
being a French couturier and an English aristocrat, 
to a dancer and painter. Havi ng travelled all over 
Asia, it is no surprise that her enduring career as 
a wallpaper designer (which she began in her 60s) 
was influenced by chinoiserie elements such as 
cranes and kabuki fans. 

Florence interpreted her experiences into 


eclectic works of hand-drawn, hand-screen printed 
art - one rumour attributed the inspiration behind 
her large, bold prints to her then-failing eyesight. 

Today, Sydney-based company Signature 
Prints restores and hand-prints her work. Of the 
30 patterns released internationally, the Japanese

Spade and department store David Jones, and can 
be found on apparel, bed linen, and even vespas.

The fashion house of Missoni is never one for 
minimalist or muted tones - it’s always been 
about unabashedly loud prints and hues. These 
characteristics are imbued in the brand’s iconic 
multi-hued chevron pattern, which you can now find 
on the floors of exclusive Missoni-branded hotels, 
as well as on the racks of American chain store 
Target. Surprisingly, this signature zigzag pattern 
took almost a decade to discover. 

Missoni was founded in 1953 by Ottavio and 
Rosita Missoni, but it was only in 1962 that they 


bought the Raschel knitting machines which 
produced the chevron print in knits with colourful 
and intricate lines. This newfound technique 
springboarded the brand to high-end fashion 
runways and international fame. 

The Missoni Home line was introduced in 1983, 
where the bold and eclectic style of the Italian brand 
became available in home accessories such as 
lamps, pouffes, wallcoverings and sofa covers. The 
empire continues to be helmed by the Missoni family.

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It has come full circle for 52-year-old Irish 
designer Orla Kiely. Once an illustrator for fabric 
and wallpapers, as well as an employee of retailers 
Marks & Spencer and Habitat, she now helms an 
empire of her own - thanks to her famous sprig 
and leaf motif called Stem. 

The Orla Kiely brand started in 1 992 with the 
Olive and Duck Egg, a bosomy motif that paved the 
way for its leggier, more popular sibling. The Stem 
was inspired by a rowan tree stem and leaves, and 
simplified into an illustration that can be arranged 
in repeats, as well as handle a variety of colour 


combinations. The original palette was inspired by that 
of the Irish landscape, which includes greens, greys, 
and browns, set against warmer tones such as orange 
and yellows. Designed in 2000, Stem can be found 
on kitchenware, furniture, cars, and has even been 
featured on an Irish postage stamp. 

The print may have become synonymous with the 
Orla Kiely brand, but the designer considers it to be 
only a small part of the company - top fashion and 
home textile brands such as Uniqlo and John Lewis, 
who have collaborated with the brand, would disagree!

Floral prints get a bad rep for 
being Grandma’s favourite, but 
they don’t have to look dated or 
gaudy. Choose the right style 
for your space: A soft-hued, 
country fabric may not work 
in a modern minimalist home, 
while a stylised Art Deco print 
may look out of place in a 
traditionally decorated room. 

If you are new to florals, don’t 
commit to prints on permanent 
fixtures such as sofas - 
use them on cushions and 
curtains, instead.

Motifs in fresh blue or slate 
grey, as well as those with a 
bold or graphic style, are good 
contemporary options.

Stripes 


Stripes are the most versatile and 
accessible print out of the three, 
and a great alternative to plain 
fabric.

Fabric experts give advice that will 
leave you pattern-confident in no 
time! 

• When picking fabric, consider the 
furniture you will be using it with, 
the size and colour of motifs, and the 
theme of the room. - Danovel 

• Patterns don’t have to match! They 
simply have to complement each 
other. The easiest way to mix patterns 
is with colour. Feel free to mix florals, 
ikats, or modern motifs, as long as 
they share a common palette. 

- Design Intervention 

• Neutrals work well as a base when 
using large-scale prints. Start with a 
neutral hue for the walls and floors, 
and use bold prints in either a rug 


or key pieces of furniture. Then, fill 
in your space with neutral-coloured 
sofas, chairs and ottomans. 

- E&A Interiors 

• Some pattern designs are much 
stronger than others, so mixing a 
weak design with a strong, 
well-designed pattern can highlight 
the weaker one. Sit them together to 
see if it works or not. - Bode 

• In smaller spaces, patterns should 
be used primarily as accents, such 
as using the same print for a throw 
cushion and a lampshade. A larger 
space allows more freedom to be 
adventurous, so upholster your 
sofa in a bold print, but balance it 
out with neutral throw cushions or 
curtains.

The design of this chic family home might have been inspired 
by the glamorous New York penthouses seen on TV series 
Gossip Girl, as homeowner Tiana Tay shares, but it stands out 
in its own distinctive way. 

The apartment, designed by Wendy Smith of Design 
Intervention, has a canvas of neutral tones such as whites 
and creams, punctuated with bright, refreshing colours in the 
form of patterned material finishes on the soft furnishings, as 
well as art pieces. “We selected furniture in white, black, and 
bronze, as they are classic and won’t date,” explains Wendy. 

Upon stepping through the private lift, classic-style 
dining chairs upholstered in a textile with an oversized ikat 
print come into view, and set the tone for this fashionable 
home. To the left, the sumptuous living area is furnished 
with a large U-shaped cream-coloured sofa, accented with 
throw cushions with tropical floral motifs, and a high-pile 


rug with a striking geometric pattern. The green hues of the 
dining chairs, wall and cushions tie in with the greenery and 
tropical feel of the view outside. 

Even the powder room, located on the other side of the 
dining area, is not spared from pattern. Its walls are clad in 
tiles featuring different prints of beautiful kilim rugs. Wendy 
had these ornate tiles specially imported from Portugal. 

The bedrooms have different themes thanks to the 
attractive wallcoverings installed - from broad stripes 
in soothing bronzy hues in the master bedroom, to pink, 
feminine toile de Jouy prints in the daughters’ bedrooms.

The renovation of this four-decade-old property 
came after a clear and concise brief, recalls 
Victor Ting, the creative director of interior design 
firm The Carpenter’s. “The couple wanted high 
ceilings for the home - especially double-volume 
ceilings,” he explained. 

Previously a two-storey home, Victor 
maximised the space by adding an attic and 
extending the home’s built-in area into the 
backyard. Now, the newly refurbished interiors 
resemble an effortlessly cool loft. Here’s how the 
designer accentuated the home’s spaciousness. 

Highlighted heights 

The first order of the day was to make way for 
the living area’s impressive double-storey height. 
Although this meant the loss of a bedroom on 
the second storey, the missus explains that it’s 
not a big sacrifice for the family, as they like 
entertaining and prefer spending time together.^ 
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in the communal areas. Having this double-volume 
void also facilitates better interaction across the two 
levels, enabling them to call out to each other no 
matter where they are at home. 

Victor was very pleased that the couple was open 
to design-led ideas: “It’s great that the homeowners 
were not insistent on fully maximising the usable 
area. This home can easily fit five bedrooms, but it 
would not feel as comfortable as it does now.” 

The master bedroom also enjoys a double- 
volume ceiling, which is dramatised by the pitched- 


roof inclined beams. The taller-than-average 
wardrobes also play up the room’s expansiveness. 

Let light in 

As with most elongated terrace houses, allowing as 
much natural light as possible to flood in is crucial 
in ensuring that all the corners are comfortably lit. 

This was achieved through large windows that stand 
in place of internal walls, and skylights and floating 
stairs. They also enable beautiful shadows to be cast 
on the large expanses of walls in the home. Even the _►

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dining area and toddler’s room, which both occupy 
the middle portion of the property, enjoy sufficient 
light during the day. 

Stripped things back 

As the home’s structure is the star of this project, 
much of the furniture and decorative elements 
were pared down so that they wouldn’t vie for 
attention. The key visual element that ties up the 
first two floors is the exposed brick wall, which 
has an authentic rawness that brick veneers can 
never replicate. 

The practical couple then picked out timeless, 
hardy furniture designs in neutral tones for the rest 
of the home, and accented the various corners with 
vintage industrial and Scandinavian-style lighting 
fixtures and fans to add a trendy slant to their 
already impressive home.

“I wanted to use plenty of 
concrete and wood in my home, 
but I didn’t want it to look too 
dull,” he says of his vision for 
the abode. To create a stylish 
canvas for his many treasured 
buys, he sought the help of 
Cadine Lim of Pnozfile, who 
proposed an industrial-inspired 
look for the space. 

Walking into the home, your 
eyes are immediately drawn 
to a cyan “shipping container”. 
Within it is the bomb shelter, 
now used as a storeroom. To 
emulate the container look, 
the wall was clad in metal and 
given a long metal ban as a 
handle. It was then stencilled 
with the owner’s name to add a 
fun element to the space. The 
dining-room wall was clad in 
concrete, as was the ceiling 
of the living room, with warm 
wood flooring to balance out 
the raw, stank surfaces. 

Cadine replaced the original 
walls of the small kitchen with 
glass panes, and hacked away a 
study room to extend the living 
area. Shelves were purpose- 
built to house Elvis’ large 
library of books, as well as his 
collection of Buddha figurines 
purchased from Cambodia. To 
admire them, the homeowner 
sits in his reading area, where 
one of his many books on 
business and entrepreneurship 
is always on the table. _►

The laminate-clad wall behind the 
bed has built-in storage units, with 
coloured timber strips for handles. 

“I can’t seem to stop buying 
home accessories and furniture!” 
says Elvis, who’s an avid reader of 
interior design magazines. In fact, 
he’s already mulling over changing 
his almost-new sofa. What he 
is satisfied with, however, is the 
$80,000 (excluding furnishings)

Although they had significantly 
less space, the couple wanted to bring a lot of thein 
furniture and decor pieces with them, so they really 
had to make the most of thein new place’s layout. 
They engaged designer Benny Loke of 1 9sixtyseven, 
who worked around the small footprint to create not 
only a more efficient, but also social, home. 

“As the apartment is so small, the spaces within 
have to be multifunctional,” the designer says of 
the structural alterations he made. One significant 
change was opening up the kitchen to the living 
room, making the combined area brighten and 
visually larger. In place of the demolished wall, 
the designer installed a peninsula counter, which 


functions as a kitchen worktop, a casual but intimate 
dining area, as well as a ban counter, when the 
couple entertains. In fact, a traditional dining table 
was foregone, as “we never really used the old one!” 
laughs the couple. In keeping with doing away with 
the unnecessary, Benny knocked down the walls of 
the second bedroom to make the living area more 
spacious. He did, however, keep the parquet flooring, 
which provides some warmth and an eye-catching 
contrast to the light stone-like homogeneous floor 
tiles in the now airier common area. 

When it came to the furniture, Charanjit and 
Amanjit knew exactly which pieces they wanted to 
bring with them; and conveyed this to Benny even 
before the renovation started, so he could ensure 
that they fit perfectly into the home’s design. The 
couple’s cherished possessions are a result of 
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about 10 years of collecting, and include vintage 
decor accessories, hand-me-down furniture pieces 
from Charanjit’s family, as well as art and other 
objects bought during their travels to countries, 
such as France, Spain, India, Turkey, China, the 
UK and Italy. “The global and eclectic style of 
decorating mainly comes from my husband, while 
the bold colours throughout are influenced by 
me,” explains Amarjit, whose favourite colour - 
turquoise - is the predominant colour in the home. 

To showcase some of the odds and ends 
from their treasured collection, Benny designed 


a suspended display shelf above the peninsula 
counter dividing the kitchen and living room. 

This smart use of space also means that the 
top-hung kitchen cabinets, accessed on the 
opposite side, are hidden from view. “Small details 
like this make a big difference,” says Charanjit. 
After all, when it comes to a compact space, less 
really can be more! The renovation cost $61 ,000, 
excluding furniture. _►
